4. Claims 1-2,5-22 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Hanzek(US 
Pat. No: 6,654,726) in view of Payne(US Pat. No: 6,449,599).The rejections as cited in 
the Non Final Office Action dated 5/27/2004 are maintained and referenced.

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. A data set in a message comprising a 
document organized in a predetermined format suitable for use by an ordering 
application is non functional. No concrete output is produced. It is just a collection of 
data. As such, Claim 17 is rejectable under 35 USC 101 .Hanzek teaches a second data 
set according to a second predetermined format(col 10 lines 31-50) whereby the vendor 
manufacturing delivery information is available(Fig 4B/448).Hanzek enunciates a 
delivery status which may include cases where a purchase has been made.Hanzek(Fig 
6/372) teaches order data (Fig 7A/666/640) and order processing of data(Fig 7C/644) 
as well as an order bank(Fig 7C/656) as well as dealer order processing(Fig 
7C/650/654)(Fig 26A) and order information(Fig35/2006).Hanzek further teaches order 
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status(Fig 15/1132/1134/1138/1141/1139) and customer order system(Fig 16/1150)(Fig 
24). 

Payne teaches document processing(Fig 2A/24/26/30/28)(Fig 2C/44)(Fig 
"21/1 02/1 04)(Fig 4B/152)(col 5 lines 20-50)(col 6 lines 64-col 7 line 6)(col 6 lines 13-18). 
Teaching a displayed document(Fig 9) as cited in Payne has encoded control 
information supporting it in the underlying software.
